IRIS ORIGINATIONS OF THE LATE DR. HENRY LEE GRANT 


Frank Drake - 1947 ~ It was in memory of the late Mr. Frank Drake of 
Louisville, Kentucky, a close friend of Dr. Grant, that this iris was 
named. An iris with perfection of form and finish, it has heavy 

smooth substance and finish of marble. A cool reverse bicolor with 
standards of Reed yellow completely domed and very firmly held by the 
strong midrib. The oval, very flaring falls are pure white with a 
generous overlay of Chartreuse gold surrounding the beard of the same 
color which is lightly tipped with white. A stately iris of great 
beauty, the refinement of form and unigue color are most outstanding. 
Well branched and vigorous growth. $15.00 


Pensive - 1947 - Few very dark iris have depth of color, excellent 

form and substance, but in Pensive we find all three. Lustrous and 
commanding, it is a self of velvety blackish purple, with uniformity 

of color throughout. A cross of Sable x Deep Velvet, it has better 
branching, substance, and nonfading qualities than either of its 

parents. One of the most pleasing derk iris of recent years, it has 

good garden value, and has been praised by many iris lovers. Heavy 
substanced flowers, good branching, and vigorous growth. One of the 
last iris to be selected and named by Dr. Grant. $15.00 


Golden Epaulets - 1946 - A new white and gold iris of extremely heavy 
substance, full rounded form and as smoothly finished as a piece of 
ivory. The standards are broad and very firmly held; the falls are 

full and flaring and the neat heavy flush of gold on the haft is as trim 
and precise as the epaulets on a uniform. The loveliness of this warm 
white is enhanced by the smooth firm finish, and the infusion of gold 

in the throat and beard. Good branching and increases rapidly. $12.50 


Jasmine - 1944 - A very smooth golden yellow without any brown or 

orange tones. The flowers are clear in color with 2 decided velvety 
sheen on the falls. The standards are conic and domed, the falls semi- 
flaring and full. There are no haft markings, and the velvety surface 

of the falls extends way down into the throat. The flowers have a 
gardenia texture and are evenly spaced on well branched stalks. $18.50 


Mont Blanc - 1946 - Pure white blooms with very flaring form and the 
heavy substance of a magnolia blossom. Even in the crowded field of 
white iris this stands out on account of its exceptionally fine form, 
smooth strong texture and wide low branching. Large full-bodied 

flowers slightly ruffled at the edges of the falls and with no haft 
markings. An iris that will delight you with its clear fresh crisp- 
ness. Vigorous growth and strong sturdy flowering stalks. $15.00 


White Wedgwood - 1943 - A most descriptive name for a very noteworthy 
iris. When the flower first opens it is a very light blue white that 
soon changes to pure white save for a slight blue flush at the haft. 

The flowers have very strong substance with closed and domed standards, 
and semi-horizontal falls. The purity of the flowers is in sharp 
contrast to the heavy dark blue beard. Sturdy well branched stalks.$9.00

CLINT McDADE HEMEROCALLIS INTRODUCTIONS 


For some years Mr. McDade has been hybridizing daylilies, and we are especially 
pleased to be able to introduce some of his outstanding originations. Bi-colors 
have interested-him tremendously, and some of the new creations are most unusual 
and startling. Knowing plants as he does, Mr. McDade's standards are quite 
high and unless a hemerocallis has unusual merits, Mr. McDade will not kéep it 
for introducing into commerce. Mr. McDade has been working to obtain a long 
season of bloom, and some of his new varieties are quite late blooming, thereby 
having bloom at a time in the South when nothing else will bloom. 


“ Au Revoir - Small, very late-blooming. This hemerocallis has not 
bloomed yet with us and we were unable to obtain description in 
time for printing list. 


Bright Morning - Rusty-rose petals; gold apricot sepals - appealing, 
star-like shape. Quite a dainty flower with many flowers on 
the stalk. 


Charm - Glowing apricot rose combined with rich creamy yellow. Lovely 


shape. Erect, stiff stalks. Blooms well spaced. 


Dainty Girl - Petals of soft apricot-tan. Sepals golden yellow. 
Recurving petals - medium size - good growing habits. 


Beyptian Red - This fine, rank-growing hemerocallis with lovely 
grass-like foliage has many well-spaced blossoms with 
Egyptian red on burnt umber petals and sepals of yellow- 
green. The throat is yellow-green the color of endive. 


Evening Star - In the more pastel tones, this exquisite hemerocallis 
opens in the evening and remains open all the next day. Petals 
are yellow-tan with pale yellow sepals. Flowers of good shape, 
starlike, and an excellent bloomer. 


Faith - A very attractive two-tone with richly contrasting colors. 
Apricot-red petals, golden yellow sepals, with faint lines of 
apricot-red on each side of sepals. Nicely branched. 


Gayety Girl - Firm, shapely bicolor. Nicely shaped petals and a 
prolific bloomer with blooms well spaced on firm stalks. 


Golden Pheasant - Lovely, warm glowing golden pheasant self with 
golden glow throat. Broad petals of very heavy substance. 
The entire hemerocallis is delightfully vivid due to the 
fact that the blossom has an iridescence as if it had been 
generously sprinkled with gold dust. 
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@ Grace - One of the largest hemerocallis and very outstanding in 
coloring. Brilliant orange-red petals with golden orange sepals 
with just an overcast of orange, toning with the sun to apricot- 
orange. Many large shapely flowers on well branched stalks. $15.00 


# terold Patterson - Named for an orchid growing friend of Mr. McDade's, 
this hemerocallis has splendid shape and is a gem for the 
garden. The mauve rose petals with deeper tone in the throat 
contrasts beautifully with the apricot yellow sepals. 10.00 


* Hope - Dainty and charming is this two-tone hemerocallis with its 
deep apricot-rose petals and soft yellow sepals. Light colored 
mid-rib down the center of the apricot-rose petals. Lovely 
grassy foliage. 5700 


Jean - A most sensational bicolor. Very brilliant and with rich 
contrasting colors. Brick red petals with a medial yellow 
band; rich orange sepals with yellow-orange throat. Curly, 
fluted petals.

Reginald Steed - Recurving petals of warm rust orange with deep golden 
center, the gold spreading outward in V shape, forming a definite 
mid-rib on the rust-orange petals. Very large. Nicely branched. 7.50 


* Southern Queen - A very fine bloomer with beautiful large orange-red 
flowers of fine texture. The exquisite bronze orange-red 
coloring is enhanced by a definite gold ribbing through the 
center of the petals. Retains vivid coloring in hot sun Lb. 00 
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% Stripey - Distinctive and different, this hemerocallis has India 
red petals and sepals with rich ochre throat - the ochre from 
the throat forming a V on the petals and sepals, then ribbing 
the India red to the end of the petals. Lovely shape with 
recurving petals and sepals. An utterly appealing flower. $ 7.50 


* Welcome - Deep, dusty rose which glows and glistens with a 
brilliant iridescence. Seems to be sprinkled with golden 
jewels. The flowers have broad recurving petals and sepals. 
The color of this hemerocallis is sometimes referred to as

General Hemerocallis List 


Aladdin - Strongly banded. Flowers are somewhat clustered and 
present a dazzling effect in the June garden. Garnet-brown 
spot on petals; outer half golden yellow. Remains open 
evenings. Repeats in fall. 


August Pioneer - Medium-sized flowers, lavishly set on slender, 


strong, well-branched scapes. Color chrome-orange with outer 


half of petals delicately flushed red. 


Autumn Red- An open velvety red with long season of bloom. 15 to 
20 flowers on well-branched stalks. 


Beloit - Orange-yellow with floriferous bloom. 


Bicolor - Sepals, throat, and stripe along mid-rib of each petal 


are yellowish orange; petals except throat are pale red, tinged 


rose. Remains open evenings. 


Bijou - Semi- dwarf variety, blooming profusely on many branches. 
Ground color orange, overcast with rich fulvous red, darker 
mid-zone. Very long season of bloom. 


Bold Courtier - Broad, bold and full petaled blooms. A very 
striking and unusual hemerocallis. Pompeian rose petals 
with creamy line down the center. Soft yellow sepals. 


Boutonierre - Decidedly small flower, as the name implies, with 
wide-open, overlapping and recurving petals. Sepals clear 
yellow; petals light rosy peach with trace of mid-stripe. 
Grassy foliage. 


Brunette - Throat yellowish orange; mid-zone madder-brown; outside 
a lighter shade of tan-red, creating a three-tone pattern. 
Small but very full flowers on much branded stems. Remains 
open evenings. 


Buckeye - Flowers full, clear orange with large mahogany-red eye. 
Prolific grower and long period of bloom. Bunch-flowered 
like an Amaryllis. Remains open evenings. 


Canari - Large open flowers of palest canary yellow shading to 
very light Dresden yellow in the throat. The blooms have a 
satiny finish and seem like a spray of cream lilies. The 
scapes are well branched with 20 buds to a stalk. 


“ Chengtu- Sprightly, brilliant, coppery orange-red with deep velvety 


carmine mid - zone. Flowers pleasingly recurved. 
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Cinnabar - Extra long and profuse bloom season. Orange base, 
sprinkled cinnamon and strongly gold-glistening. Medium 
large with recurving petals and sepals. 


Circe - Full, clear yellow, medium flowers borne on erect, well 
branched scapes. 


Cissy Guiseppe - Deep rosy bronze 


Craemore Henna - A brilliant henna with ruby iridescence and orange 
throat. Fine size, form and texture 


Dorothy McDade - A splendid late blooming pure yellow with deep 
tubular shaped blooms. The color is cool and clear to the 
very heart of the flower. It is the latest blooming large 
flowered variety. 


Etruscan - Small orange-colored flowers with definite markings in 
the center. 


Festival - A gay bicolor. Sepals orange with brown tinge; petals 
English red with darker veins and orange mid-stripe. Vigorous 
grower; erect, with many branched scapes. 


Fulva rosea - The most beautiful of all hemerocallis species. Flowers 
on graceful stalks, in luscious clear rose-pink. 


Gloriana - A clear, rich deep, pure yellow self and always attract 
attention. Very early. 


Golden Dawn - large full flowers of rich orange yellow with petals 
slightly ruffled and sepals recurving. Early with long season 
of bloom. 


Golden West - Big flower, very smooth finish with just a light ruffle. 
A most striking golden flower of fine form and wonderful vigor. 


Granada - A midsummer deep mahogany bloomer. 


Heather Rose - A soft pink. Something entirely different and quite 
attractive. 


Honey Redhead - A very brilliant and unusual combination of colors. 
The flowers are open and flaring of velvety yet bright red 
with a distinct border of creamy yellow. Medium height with 
good branching. 


Hyperion - One of the finest hemerocallis. Large waxy soft canary 
yellow. | 


J. A. Crawford - Very fine in apricot and cadmium yellow. 


Linda - The ruffled yellow petals are flecked with cinnamon and are 
in pleasing contrast to the yellow sepals. A rose zone gives a 
pink effect. 
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Lustrous - Large flower with bright pink color overflushed with 
a soft lustrous sheen, reminding one of the cheery Clusiana 
tulips. Tall and well branched with many flowers on each 
stalk. 


y Mary Stoker - Large clear orange red of lovely shape. 


Matador - A brilliant red of fine shape and good bloomer. Velvet 
flush on petals. 


Mikado - Flowers of striking color; the large spot of mahogany-red 
in each petal contrasts sharply with the rich orange of the 
rest of the flower. Many spreading branches. 


Minnie - Small mahogany red flower. Good garden effect. 


Minuet - Subtle blend of frosty pink shadowed deeper rose on the 
petals and sepals giving a rosy pink effect in the garden. 


Morocco Red - Brilliant flower of velvety Morocco red with the 
color evenly placed on the petals and sepals, extending to 
the heart of the flower leaving just a bit of orange showing 
in the cup. 


* Patricia - A clear and even tone of pale yellow with a greenish 
throat. A charming and full formed flower with pronounced 
fragrance. 


Port - A full, small flower. Rich sprightly red, with sturdy, 
much branched scapes. Slightly darker in mid-zone; greenish 
throat. Remains open evenings. 


Princess - Clear, uniform lemon-yellow with full, recurved petals. 
Fragrant. Erect and much branched. 


Purple and Gold - Subdued yet glowing tones of deep ox-blood red 
heavily flushed dark velvety maroon purple with 4 contrasting 
shallow cup of marigold orange. The name gives a good descrip- 
tion of this full rounded flower of most outstanding richness. 


Rajah - Large, gaily colored English-red, with conspicuous eye-zone; 
throat pale orange, with greenish tinge; blades traversed by 
darker colored veins, with eye-zone near the shade of garnet 
brown. Scapes heavily branched. 


Saturn - Flowers of robust Multiflora type; numerous in clusters. 
Dark orange-red, overcast bronze. A trace of eye on crest 
of petal, suffusing into clear apricot yellow and distinctive 
marginal band. 


Serenade - Very light pastel shade of yellow and pink in pleasing 


harmony. Petals twisted and crinkled with faint halo. Flowers 
medium large on tall slender, stiff stems. 
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Sonny - Clear, pale yellow heavy waxy texture, open evening and 
next day. 


Stalwart - Good overlay on tawny red. Large flowers with recurved 
petals borne on tall well-branched stems. 


Sweetbriar - Lustrous flower, larger in size and much better formed 
and branched than Fulva rosea. The fresh pink petals and sepals 
are well reflexed showing a delicate yellow cup. 


Symphony - A delicate blend of pastel tones. Sepals toned yellow; 
petals rose, with mid-band of darker red. Flowers remain open 
evenings and until new ones appear next day. 


Triumph - Large, rich orange with a slight fulvous red halo in mid- 
zone. Petals broad, strongly recurved; sepals semi-erect. 


Vesta - Semi-dwarf; deep orange with an unusual glistening gold sheen. 


Wau-Bun - Large flowers of light cadmium yellow, slightly sprinkled 
with faint traces of fulvous red, abundantly gold-glistening; 


petals large, broad with ends slightly and distinctively twisted. 


Yeldrin - Small but full, very uniformly yellowish orange; buds and 
backs of sepals are noticeable brown-red. Much branched. 
Remains open evenings. 
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
